If they did contain anything, thy did Lisbsl r hsve end n.67 r get any answer to 
his Questions shout the picture? tfhy di 4 Stern not immediately hav*.’ these same 
questions? If they ere accurately paraphrased in CD 674 end cuestiona remained, 
basic Questions, then the CIA sent itself pointless cables from Voxicc City, 
hich seems unlikely. This p ge ?lso indicates the CIA did not civ*’ the Cormnission 
its lO/lO cable indicating Oswald had be^n to the Soviet hmbasny (did they not know he 
had bee-, to tho Cubans?)# : ^hy did Stem not ’’review sny materials later than 11/23? 
Again, some investigators'. His review cl* eerlisr than 11/23 rcvoelled nothing, not 
even teat the CIA had held out on the Commission, if tne printout induced ”no
